The Altona City annual charity 
vote has been approved. The amount is - 
$1,000 and the allocation very much on 
the lines of ’’as per previous year’. 

All the recipient charities are most 
‘worthy, though it is hard to justify the 
inclusion of some and the exclusion or 
virtual exclusion. of others. 

The total amount represents about 
four cents each for every person in 
Altona and for charities operating out- 
side Altona one cent per person is al- 
located. About three quarters of the 
grant is for local charity. 

Too much should not be made of 
the apparent smallness of the grant. 
It compares favourably with other muni- 
cipalities. The use of the grant is now 
far removed from its original purpose. 
Once it was for urgent needs arising 
from time to time in a municipality. 
Now it has become in most cases a 
token distribution. And this is how it 
should be. The needs of those in dis- 
tress or need should be met by the com- 
passion of the community. Ideally it is 
for each individual to decide how he 
himself will meet the needs of others. 

And this particularly so in Altona. ° 
In other municipalities there may be an 
impersonal community chest, or in 
others importunate Door Knocks. [t is 
different in Altona. 

Here each individual has the right 
to decide for himself without any out- 
side pressure whether, he will give and 
how much he will give. It is an ideal 
situation but with obvious danger. 

The privilege so granted to Altona 
citizens is also a great responsibility. 

We have every. reason to -know the 
spirit of compassion is alive in the 
hearts of many Altona people. 

They will respond if the needs of the 
appeal touches their hearts and better 
opportunities are provided for receiving 
and forwarding donations.
